Cellular Antennae Tower Lease Opportunities

Action Requested : 

The Board of Education is asked to receive a report on cellular antennae tower leases. 



Discussion: 



Given the budget crisis the State of California has experienced over the last few years, numerous 
savings and revenue generating ideas and proposals have been suggested. One of the revenue 
generators that has surfaced is the lease revenue generated by cellular antennae towers located on 
district property. 

The Board of Education may recall a Staff presentation at a Board of Education/Cabinet Workshop 
regarding the exploration of cellular antennae tower leases at some of our school campuses. At that 
time the Board of Education was interested in Staff exploring cellular antennae tower lease 
opportunities given the budget crisis combined with public and budget committee recommendations to 
use cellular antennae tower leases as a means to enhance revenues. Similarly many other school 
districts and public agencies such as the Cosumnes Community Services District have been actively 
locating cellular antennae towers on their property. Staff has worked with various vendors and to date 
nothing has surfaced as a viable option, however current interest by a cellular provider to lease space 
at a high school stadium has apparently become a viable option. An undertaking such as this requires 
significant time and consideration by both Staff and ultimately the Board of Education and as such 
Staff would first like to explore whether or not the District is interested in pursuing this particular 
opportunity. 

Based on current information from the Federal Communications Commission, various other 
authorities, and agencies prevailing common knowledge is that such towers do not pose a human 
health risk. However given some perceptions Staff would be interested in exploring the thoughts and 
feelings of students, parents, staff, and neighbors. 

Staff will continue to explore the viability of this and other cellular antennae tower leases and report 
to the Governing Board as necessary.

Discussion : 

Upon the conclusion of the 2010/2011 boundary changes the Governing Board directed Staff to establish 
an annual boundary procedure that will include ideas and options to engage and inform our communities. 
As a result of that direction Staff has prepared a proposed community boundary engagement process. The 
proposal will establish an annual public discussion process regarding the potential for future boundary 
modifications. The new structure will not only increase awareness but also encourage participation and 
feedback in a transparent manner. Embedded in the new process is information sharing and gathering 
forums regarding the needs and limitations of the District pertaining to current and future boundaries. Bi- 
annual reports to the Governing Board as well as a District Boundary Advisory Committee and specific 
Task Force groups will also be established.

Action Requested : 

The Board is requested to (1) adopt a resolution reaffirming a resolution originally introduced by the Elk Grove 
Unified School District Board of Education in February 1983 which declared annually a "Day of Remembrance" in 
the Elk Grove Unified School District, and (2) acknowledge the efforts of Marielle Tsukamoto, the Japanese 
American Citizens' Leagues (JACLs) of Florin, Lodi, Marysville, Placer County, Sacramento, and Stockton, and 
the California State University, Sacramento Archive Library for their efforts in continuing to make the events of 
the internment of Japanese citizens during World War II a living histoiy experience. 



Discussion : 

The late Al and Mary Tsukamoto, the Florin Japanese American Citizens' League (JACL), and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars (VFW) have provided a unique living history experience for Elk Grove Unified School District's 
fifth grade students since 1 983 . 

Elk Grove's fifth grade students continue to have a wonderful opportunity to visit the Time of Remembrance 
exhibit at the California Museum of History, Women and Arts. Students learn about the Japanese internment and 
the rights denied to United States citizens under the Constitution. 

This year, Elk Grove Unified School District students are scheduled to visit the museum from January 30 - March 
23,2012. 

Last year, 2,402 fifth grade students, 95 teachers and 184 chaperones attended the Time of Remembrance exhibit. 

We are happy to share that again this year, the California Museum of History, Women and Arts will continue 
offering reduced admission fees for our students as well provide free admissions for two classroom chaperones. 
The admission for the classroom teacher also remains free. Because of this generosity our students are able to 
participate in this worthy endeavor.

DAY OF REMEMBRANCE 



WHEREAS, the government of the United States has acknowledged 
that the evacuation, relocation, and internment of over 1 10,000 United States citizens 
of Japanese ancestry, permanent resident Japanese aliens, as well as the Aleuts, 
during World War II was an injustice and a violation of their basic civil liberties and 
human rights by passing and signing into law the Civil Liberties Act of 1988 (Public 
Law No. 100-383), and 

WHEREAS, it is stated in the Civil Liberties Act of 1988 that the 
Act was intended to discourage the occurrence of similar injustices and violations in 
the future and make more credible and sincere any declaration of concern by the 
United States over violations of human rights committed by other nations, and 

WHEREAS, historically, textbooks used by California's Public 
School students have not accurately portrayed this evacuation, relocation, and 
internment experience as a violation of basic civil liberties and human rights, nor 
included a discussion of findings of the Federal Commission on Wartime Relocation 
and Internment of Civilians, court decisions that dealt with this event, the passage 
and signing of the Civil Liberties Act of 1988, nor the provisions of ACR 37 of the 
State of California, and 

WHEREAS, the 1987 History/Social Science Framework states: 
"Attention should be paid to the effect of the war on the home front".... "The 
relocation and internment of 1 10,000 Japanese Americans during the war on grounds 
of national security was a governmental decision that should be analyzed as a 
violation of their human rights . " 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Governing Board of the 
Elk Grove Unified School District, that the annual Day of Remembrance be 
reaffirmed with January 3, 2012, as a "Day of Remembrance" and that January 30 
through March 23, 2012, be affirmed as the time for student visits to the California 
Museum of History, Women, and the Arts.
